CLASS  HISTORY 


Looking  back  over  the  years  we,  the  Class  of  1962,  remember  the  wonderful  days  we  spent  at  Jennie  Dean 
High  and  Elementary  School.  Those  precious  memories  we  will  forever  cherish.  I  now  will  relate  them  to  you 

As  eighth  graders  we  entered  Regional  High  School  on  September  3,  1957  to  begin  our  high  school  career. 
There  were  69  members  of  our  Class  from  both  Prince  William  and  Warren  Counties.  Our  Sponsors  for  this  schi 
term,  1957-1958,  were  Mrs.  M.  R.  Feggans  and  Mr.  H.  P.  Johnson.  We  organized  our  class  with  the  following 
officers:  President,  Vernon  Tascoe;  Vice-President,  Willie  Johnson;  Secretary,  Arlene  Kendall;  Assistant  Secret. 
Edith  Davis;  Treasurer,  Delores  Coleman;  Chaplain,  Barbara  Anderson.  During  our  first  year  our  contestant,  W; 
Mae  Johnson,  won  the  "Miss  Homecoming"  contest.  We  had  many  new  and  varied  things  to  learn. 

On  September  2,  1958,  we  entered  school  as  freshmen.  Our  membership  had  decreased  to  49.  Our  advisers 
were  Mrs.  M.  R.  Feggans  and  Mr.  H.  P.  Johnson.  The  class  officers  were:  President,  Adrian  Williams;  Vice- 
President,  Charles  Thornton;  Secretary,  James  Anderson;  Treasurer,  Lloyd  Folkes;  Parliamentarian,  Barbara 
Anderson.  We  gained  a  great  deal  of  educational  values  this  year  and  they  were  later  to  become  educational 
foundations  for  our  remaining  years. 

As  September  8,  1959  rolled  around  we  began  our  term  as  sophomores.  Our  membership  decreased  severely 
to  29.  This  was  because  the  Front  Royal  students  withdrew  to  attend  their  new  Criser  High  School  in  Front  Roy; 
Virginia.  At  the  beginning  of  this  term  we  also  entered  our  new  school  with  sincere  pride.  Our  school's  name  l 
changed  from  Manassas  Regional  School  to  Jennie  Dean  High  and  Elementary  School.  Our  sponsor  was  Mr.  H.  I. 
Johnson.  The  Class  officers  were:  President,  Charles  Thornton;  Vice-President,  Robert  Murphy;  Secretary,  Joyo 
DeNeal;  Treasurer,  Gloria  Braxton;  Chaplain,  Donna  Grayson;  Reporter,  Barbara  Anderson.  During  1959-1960, 
Charles  Thornton  won  an  award  for  outstanding  class  research  in  his  history  class.  The  Tenth  Grade  Girls  won  i 
Intramural  Basketball  Championship  Trophy.  The  members  of  this  team  were  Arlene  Kendall,  Bertha  Wicker, 
Barbara  Anderson,  Barbara  Hughes,  and  Geraldine  Lansdowne.  Gloria  Braxton  won  second  place  in  the  "Miss 
Homecoming"  contest. 

September  11,  1960,  we  were  classified  as  "Sophisticated  Juniors ."  Our  sponsor  was  Mr.  H.  P.  Johnson.  Meml 
ship  for  this  year  was  20.  Our  class  officers  were:  President,  Bertha  Wicker;  Vice-President,  Charles  Ferrell; 
Secretary,  Barbara  Anderson;  Assistant  Secretary,  Shirley  Moore;  Treasurer,  Carl  Thomas;  Parliamentarian,  Dc 
Grayson;  Reporter,  Adrian  Williams.  Among  the  activities  of  the  year  we  sponsored  the  Junior-Senior  Prom;  th 
theme  was  "Song  in  My  Heart. "  We  departed  with  great  expectations  for  our  senior  year. 

On  August  31,  1961  we  entered  school  as  "Dignified  Seniors."  Our  faithful  sponsor  was  Mr.  H.  P.  Johnson. 
There  were  twenty  seniors.  Our  class  officers  were:  President,  Barbara  Anderson;  Vice-President,  Bertha  Wicke 
Secretary,  Harold  Kyles;  Assistant  Secretary,  Donna  Grayson;  Treasurer,  Arlene  Kendall;  and  Chaplain,  Geralc 
Lansdowne. 

This  was  a  most  climactical  year  for  Jennie  Dean  and  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  contributed  their  sh 
to  the  progress  and  the  achievements  of  the  school. 

Our  biggest  and  most  exciting  group  activity  was  producing  the  1962  JAY  DEE. 

Eight  seniors  helped  to  lead  the  invincible  "Bulldogs"  to  capture  the  District  I  Football  Championship  title. 
The  Washington  Post  All- Virginia  Interscholastic  (Northern  Virginia)  Teams  selected  Roger  Cyrus  to  a  position 
the  first  team  and  Robert  Murphy  to  the  second  team. 

Members  of  the  Senior  Class  also  shared  in  many  other  activities  and  honors  of  the  school.  Barbara  Andersot 
and  Charles  Thornton  remained  on  the  Honor  Roll  throughout  their  high  school  careers.  Charles  Thornton  was  o 
of  the  most  impressive  presidents  of  the  Student  Council  that  has  presided  in  recent  years.  The  Senior  Class  cc 
tributed  several  basketball  players  who  helped  to  lead  the  basketball  team  to  a  successful  season;  the  senior  gi 
dominated  the  girls'  team.  Charles  Ferrell  and  Harold  Kyles'  business  procedures  reflected  in  the  great  success 
our  yearbook  production.  Barbara  Anderson  was  voted  "The  Most  Popular  Girl"  in  the  high  school  in  a  poll  cofl 
ducted  by  the  publication  group.  James  Anderson  and  Adrian  Williams  were  honorably  mentioned  in  the  1962 
award  of  "The  Nail."  Each  member  of  the  class  made  his  or  her  contribution  in  his  or  her  own  way. 

We  are  thrilled  by  and  grateful  for  the  wonderful  years  at  Jennie  Dean.  We  are  also  saddened  at  the  though* 
leaving  all  of  the  pleasant  experiences  and  happy  associations  which  were  ours  to  share  at  our  dear  Alma  Mate 
But  time  moves  on  and  so  must  we;  for  we  know  that  we  must  move  on  to  assume  our  respective  roles  in  the 
greater  drama  of  life.
